tracting gold from baser metals wien 
came from the mint consisted merely 
of, treating the smelter 
bars of jold 
with nitric acid, which dissolved pnt 
the baser metals, leaving the gold with 
smail percentage 
of impurities that 
could be removed by fusing with niter. 
Germany, went the United States one 
better in this. 
The professors 
over 
there, men whose genius for scientific 
detail is unsurpassed 
by those of any 
other nation, perfected a process for 
refining by electricity. 
Simply stated, 
it is nothing more nor less than electric 
plating. 
The smelter bars are placed 
in the plating bath, and the gold is de- 
posited 
in an absolutely 
pure 
staffe. 
leaving the base metals behind in solu- 
tion. 
;. 
It was this residue that interested 
the high 
, brow professors. 
The fact 
that platinum is frequently found with 
gold has been recognized ever since 
the science of metallurgy was In strad- 
dling clothes; also the fact that gold 
and platinum have one quality In 
xm-mo-a 
L e., that no single acid known 
will dissolve them. 
It takes a combi- 
nation of nitric and muriatic acids to 
get either of these two metals in solu- 
tion. 
Silver, on the other hand, 
is 
readily soluble in nitric acid. 
No one 
ever thought 
of testing a nitric 
i "cid 
solution of silver for the presence of 
platinum because of the theory, sound 
as religion, that platinum could not be 
dissolved by nitric acid. 
Therefore, it 
was argued, 
if there wasn't enough 
silver in the solution to make It worth 
.while to extract it, then, of coarse, 
there could not be any platinum, 
so 
into the sewer it went 
The professors began to experiment. 
At the first step they uncovered the 
dusky

ly, that, while platinum alone was not 
soluble in nitric acid, some of its

instance, a composition of 5 per cent

Hlsht there was the clew leading to the 
discovery that for years oat of mem 
ry untold quantities of the precious 
metal,

Little of the gold coming 
from the western 
United states and 
Alaska contains platinum.

almost entirely in the gold mined In 
Mexico and South America. Gold from 
these 
districts 
is 
coming 
in larger 
quantities year after year. 
It is found,

in

popularly 
known as Guinea gold. 
Guinea gold 
bas a peculiar luster all its own. 
It Is 
highly prized in the jewelry trade for 
this same peculiar color. 
There are vast reaches of wilderness

armed with poisoned arrows, have so 
far resisted the advance of the white 
man.

The romance of gold Is founded on the
